Rabbinical Council 
Won't Pull Out

FALLSBURG, N.Y. (NJP)— 
The raging year-o]j battle of 
Orthodox affiliation with the 
New York Board of Rabbis and 
the Synagogue Council of Amer- 
ica (SCA) has all but withered 
away at this 21st annual con- 
vention of the Rabbinical Coun- 
cil of America (RCA). 

THE PRO-SEPARATIST ele- 
ment led by former president 
David Hollander has lost a good 
deal of backing because of the 
position taken by Orthodox titu- 
Jar head Rabbi Joseph Soloveit- 
chik and Dr. Samuel Belkin, 
head of Yeshiva University, to 
postpone the issue of affiliation 
at this time. 

At NJP press time, the Hol- 
lander group had put forth a 
token last stand—a constitution- 
al amendment to leave the SCA 
and calling on the RCA mem- 
bership to leave the New York 
Board of Rabbis. It appeared 
that the amendment would be 
overwhelmingly defeated, or ta- 
bled 

Rabbi Solomon Sharfman, RCA

Nationality Law Advice 


NEW YORK (NJP)—The New 
York Times reported from Tel 
Aviv this week that Premier 
David Ben-Gurion had rejected 
advice by United States Jewish 
leaders to abolish favoritism for 
Jews in the acquisition of’ Is- 
raeli nationality. 

The Times said a delegation 
of the American Jewish Com- 
mittee, headed by President Ir- 
ving M. Engel of New York, 
had urged the change. The AJC 
calls itself “non-Zionist,” but has 
supported Israel and backed im- 
migration to Palestine since the 
Balfour declaration of 1917.

—A Jewish pupil absent from 
school because of Shavuot was 
refused an excuse by his prin- 
cipal and by the Jersey City 
superintendent of schools, de- 
spite a state law requiring them 
to do so. 

But the pupil received his ex- 
cuse when the state commis- 
sioner of education, alerted by 
the American Jewish Congress, 
directed them to grant it. 

Sam Brown, regional director 
of the AJ Congress, was notified 


of the pupil, who was absent 
from Public School 17 on June 
5 and 6. They told Brown that 
the pupil’s teacher said the ab- 
sence was not excusable accord- 
ing to law. 

Brown immediately contacted 
the principal of the school, Dr. 
William Jordan, to inform him 
that Chapter 322 of the New 
Jersey laws of 1951 lists Shavuot 
as a holiday excusable on a re- 
ligious basis.

Jordan told him he had orders 
from Dr. James E. Reynolds, 
Jersey City superintendent of 
schools, not to grant any 
ligious excuses for the holiday.

Rabbis’ Group Opposes | 


New Temple 4 Blocks 
From Other Synagogue

MIAMI BEACH, Fla. (NJP)— 
If a statement of the Greater 
Miami Rabbinnical Association 
is effective, the newly formed 
Temple Ner Tamid here, may 
not be as eternal as .the name 
signifies. 

The new temple, which re- 
ceived its charter two weeks 
ago, will “absolutely not” re- 
ceive the blessings of the Rab- 
binical Association, according to 
Rabbi Morris A. Skop, president. 

Rabbi Skop told The POST: 


“WE HAVE made every effort 
to meet with the officers of the 
new synagogue. Thus far, they 
have refused to sit down and 
talk with us. Therefore, we are 
urging residents of the North 
Shore area not to _ associate 
themselves in any way with this 
organization.” 

The statement issued by the 
Rabbinical Association read in 
part:

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Experts Clash 
Over Future 
of U.S. Jews 


CLEVELAND, O. (NJP)—Two 
authorities on American Jewish 
life differed sharply here this 
week on the future of the Jew 
jin America at the National 
Community Relation Council 
meeting. 


DR. PHILIP M. HAUSER, 
University of Chicago sociologist, 
joined earlier forecasts of his- 
torians Jacob Marcus and Oscar 


Handlin that the Jewish com- 
munity would gradually be ab- 
sorbed. 

Sidney Z. Vincent, assistant 
director of Cleveland’s Jewish 
Community Federation, coun- 
tered Dr. Hauser’s views in a 


following speech that _ stirred 
heated discussion at the conven- 
tion. Dr. Maurice Eisendrath, 
head of the Union of American 
Hebrew Congregations, had re- 
cently also declared that U. S. 
Jewry wouldn’t wither away. 

Dr. Hauser predicted that 
“with the mobility of the social, 
economic and_ geographical 
trends, it will be increasingly 
difficult for the Jewish groups to 
maintain their identity in the 
coming generations. 


“SEEPAGE out of the Jewish 
community will increase,” Dr. 
Hauser said. 

He added that: “The United 
States offers opportunity to any 
group to break down its ghetto 
walls... if it wants to. But 
some groups will continue to 
live in ghettos—simply because 
this is the way they themselves 
want to live, 

“Actually, the Jews have never 
had as little reason for living 


in a ghetto as they have now. 
They can still maintain their dif- 
ferences if they wish, but they 
need not be the differences of 


history or origin.” 

Vincent, in a challenge to Dr. 
Hauser, decried: predictions of 
dwindling Jewish life in Amer- 
ica by pointing out a surge of 
increasing vigor and activity in 
Jewish communities throughout 
the country, 

“Despite the great drive to- 
ward conformity,” he stated, 
“Jewish life in America has 
grown considerably in depth 
and vitality.” 

Describing the increased in- 
terest in Jewish education, in 
Jewish cultural and communal 
projects, in the development of 
the Jewish community — struc- 
tures, Vincent cited the con- 


tinued “elustering” of the Jew- 
ish population as another indi- 
Cation of the positive growth of 
Jewish life in America. 


“We used to build Council 
Educational Alliances . . . now 
they are Jewish Community 
Centers. The Alliances were 
primarily involved with bring- 
ing Americanism to Jewish 
groups. Now the community 
centers are bringing Judaism to 
our groups ... insuring that we 
obtain knowledge of our Jewish 
heritage,” 

Assurance that the Jewish 
Community did not become iso- 
lated from the mainstream of 
American life was a major func- 
tion of Jewish Community Re- 
lations agencies (including those 
members of NCRAC), Mr, Vin- 
cent observed,

ANTI-SEMITISM

CLEVELAND, O. (NJP) — 
Much of what hes been passing 
as “anti-Semitism” in the Amer- 
ican Jewish communities has 
not been anti-Semitism at all, 
according to Dr. Philip M. Hau- 
ser, chairman of the Depart- 
ment of Sociology at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. 

Speaking this week at a 
spirited meeting of the Na- 
tional Community Relations 
Council’s plenary session, Dr. 
Hauser maintained that the use 
of the word “anti-Semitism” to 
describe certain specific types 
of prejudice that Jews have 
faced in American communities 
is “unwarranted and unfounded.” 

“THIS PATTERN of prejudice 
is not a special attitude aimed 
at Jews alone,” Dr. Hauser 
claimed. “It is exactly the 
same as the prejudice, hostility, 
suspicion and discriminatory pat- 
terns that have been aimed by 
the “oldsters” in the American 
communities against all their 
newcomers.

‘It is true, perhaps, that 
Jews occupied a certain “scape- 
goat” position in their relation- 
ship to Christian theology. 

“As soon as any of these 
groups — including the Jews — 
became more and more part of 
the homogenous American back- 
ground — then they themselves 
became the ‘150 percenters’ who 
looked down their noses at the 
new “newcomers.” They looked 
down the hardest just before 
they themselves made the grade, 
incidentally.

JERSEY 
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DID JEWISH POPULATION 
DRAW GRAHAM TO N.Y.? 


By LILI ELLER 
National Jewish POST Correspondent 
Why has Billy Graham singled 
out New York as a major focal 
point in his campaign to “bring 
Americans to God?” ; 
Some observers think one of 
the major reasons for the young 
evangelist’s choice is New York’s 
Jarge Jewish population. 


BUT THERE are no figures to 
substantiate this speculation. A 
spokesman for the Billy Gra- 
ham Crusade Campaign, when 
asked by The POST about the 
number of Jews responding to 
the evangelist’s call, commented: 
“It would be interesting for us 
to know this. However, we do 
not ask the inquirers about their 
backgrounds. We ask them only 
what the church of their pref- 
erence is for the future.” 

However, the fact remains 
that up until now Billy Graham 
with his brand of _ peculiarly 
American evangelism has storm- 
ed only predominantly Protest- 
ant centers. Overseas, London 
and Amsterdam were among his 
targets. A Dutchman who wit- 
nessed Graham’s efforts in Hol- 
land told The POST: “The 
Dutch are difficult people to con- 
vince emotionally. We are too 
rational a people for that.” 


INTERESTINGLY, one of the 
major aspects of the current 
New York campaign is the ab- 
sence of emotional demonstra- 
tions. 

Another spokesman for the 
Billy Graham organization told 
The POST that there will be a 
definite breakdown of denomina- 
tional figures at the end of the 
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campaign, as in the past in 
other cities. These figures, how- 
ever, May never reach the pub- 
lic, because a high figure in a 
particular denomination may be 
interpreted to mean that mem- 
bers of that denomination are 
in particular need of a spiritual 
revamping. 

As for Jewish “inquirers” 
(those who come forward when 
the nightly appeal for a “deci- 
sion for Christ” is made), they

MASSENA, N. Y. (Special)— 
An exciting display of inter- 
faith relations here _ recently 
highlighted the annual Donor’s 
Day Dinner of the St. Lawrence 
County chapter of Hadassah. 

THE CANTATA, “In Free- 
dom’s Light,” by Rabbi Jacob

Blind Ex-Halutz Devises 
Hebrew Braille Manual 


NEW YORK (NJP)—Eliezei 
Katz was 18 when he went from 
Poland to Palestine as a halutz. 
Now, at 50, he is _ pioneering 
again—right here in New York, 
cafving out a new career with 
the same indomitable spirit of 
his youth. 

IN FACT, he has_ produced 
what may well-be a “best seller” 
in its own field—the first com. 
prehensive Hebrew braille man- 
ual. 

This Hebrew braille textbook 
is invaluable to the blind stu- 
dent of Hebrew and to sighted 
persons who wish to transcribe 
Hebrew into Hebrew braille for 
the benefit of the sightless. 

But—and this has nothing to 
do with any profits that may 
accrue—the textbook is _ proba- 
bly more invaluable to Eliezer 
Katz himself than anyone else 


PREJUDICE 
BEGINS AT 9

Acting on medical advice, Katz,, 
his wife and daughter came to 
the United States for treatment 
in 1945, but a long series of op- 
erations failed, and he lost the 
sight of his eye. Then, attending 
a St. Nicholas Arena celebration 
in 1947 marking the UN parti- 
tion decision, he felt ill. Suspect- 
ing trouble with his other eye, 
he went back to the surgeon. All 
to no avail. By 1950, he was to- 
tally blind. 

Beginning all over, fighting 
the feeling of helplessnes, he 
learned Hebrew braille, even 
does some teaching to blind Jew- 
ish children, traveling by bus to 
his pupils. But his triumph is 
his brook, “Ha’Braille Ha’Ivri,” 
published in Jerusalem in ordi- 
nary Hebrew for sighted tran- 
scribers, and due to come off the 
American presses in braille with- 
in a few weeks for blind Hebrew 
students the world over.

IN THE MESSAGE of Israel 
program broadcast Sunday morn- 
ing, May 5, Rabbi Hyman Judah 
Schachtel of Houston, Tex., said 
he felt that parents tend to over- 
protect their children and “shield 
them from the knowledge of 
ihe grim shadows, the misery 
and pain of life.” 

“This,” the rabbi continued, 
“js to raise weak children who, 
when adversity comes, 
destroyed by it instead of being 
able to master it. Not that we 
must be morbid and harp upon 
life’s tragedies. Rather we must 
present a rounded picture .. . 
and the truth is that life is a 
combination of joy and sorrow.” 

His choice of the highest vir- 
tue in life was courage ... “to 
be prepared to meet with evil, 
weakness, with frustra- 
tion, with disillusionment... 
and not be destroyed. Maturity 
means to have the wisdom and 
the courage to confront the bit- 
terness of life, and of its disen- 
chantments, and still keep one’s 
faith. «se

THE TRADITIONAL approach

I don’t recall whether I read 
it somewhere or figured it out 
for myself, that not only do 
children need parents to help 
them grow up, but parents need 
children to help _ themselves 
grow up. A girl who is pamp- 
ered as she plays her role as 
daughter, will remain lazy and 
spoiled all her life if she con- 
tinues to remain solely in the 
role of daughter. But take that 
girl and let her marry and bring 
forth children and begin to func- 
tion as a mother and a wife, and 
she must learn to work together 
with her husband, to fill his 
needs, to sacrifice, to give up 
her sheltered conditions of child- 
hood. And as her children grow, 
she must teach them, mostly by 
example, how to be brave and 
clean and thoughtful agd self- 
reliant and industrious. 

A good example’ of what rais- 
ing a child can do for a par- 
ent, is the story one mother told 
me. She was working with her 
son, who happened to be full of 
mischief, trying to teach him to 
be more restrained and thought- 
ful. And one day, when he 
wasn’t around, she confessed to 
me that as a child she herself 
had also been full of mischief. 


YOU'D NEVER GUESS it now. 
She’s too busy making a respon- 
sible adult out of her boy to be 
anything but a good example 
for him of the proper way to 
behave. As I said, parents need 
children to help parents grow 
up. 

And so it is. Teaching one’s 
child to be brave helps the par- 
ent also to grow more brave. In 
the process of convincing one’s 
child how good and worthwhile 
life is, a parent, disillusioned as 
he may be, helps to convince 
himself also. 

And so it must be. Parents 
will shield their young from 
hurt and when those little ones

NEW YORK (NJP) —Is 
enough help being provided for 
American Jews who want to set- 
tle in Israel? 


THE INFORMATION director 
of the Jewish Agency here says 
“Yes.” The president of the As- 
sociation of Americans and Ca 
nadians in Israel says “No.” 

Both responses were elicited 
by a National Jewish POST and 
OPINION “Editor’s Chair” col- 
umn of May 24, written by Ga. 
briel M. Cohen, editor and pub- 
lisher of The POST. 

Herbert Partzen, the Jewish 
Agency publicity director in New 
York, wrote to Mr. Cohen that 
the complaint voiced in “Editor’s 
Chair” was unjustified. Partzen 
said that.the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine has “for some time 
provided middle class immi 
grants (including those from 
the U.S.) with the following as- 
sistance: 


“LONG-TERM LOAN without 
interest toward transportation 
to Israel, temporary housing, 
without key money, as a rental 
basis; permanent housing for 
which the Agency grants a loan 
up to IL 2,500 at a very small 
interest rate, a loan up to IL 
7,500 at low interest rates for 
business purposes provided the 
immigrant can invest a similar 
amount.” 

Partzen adds: 


“IN SUM, the Jewish Agency 
at present is prepared to grant 
middle class immigrants up to 


IL 12,000 in long-term, low in- 
terest rates. 
“Moreover, a plan is being 


implemented for the establish. 
ment of small] industries in va- 
rious parts of the country which 
will be open to middle class set- 
tlers with a capital of $25,000 
to $50,000. Long-term loans will 
be made available to such im- 
migrants in order to help them 
develop these enterprises. What- 
ever machinery will be required 
will be made available through 
the good offices of the Israel} 
government.” 


CARL ALPERT, of Haifa, 
president of the Association of 
Americans and Canadians in Is- 
rael, says that “almost nothing 
is done to help procure perma- 
nent housing for a typical young 
American family. 

Alpert adds that temporary 
housing, available to newcom- 
ers on arrival, at so-called hos- 
tels, is first-rate. Alpert Says 
“this is the one area in which 
the Agency has outdone itself 
in helping settlers from the West 
adjust during the first, difficult 
period of six months.

A three-room 
apartment — halfway decent— 
cannot be purchased for less 
than IL 12,000—and key money 
merely for rental of such an 
apartment cames to about half 
that amount. 

“Besides, unless I am mistaken, 
such loans are granted only for 
the purchase of the standard, 
mass-built tenements which the 
Jewish Agency has been putting 
up, and which are frequently 
far from meeting the modest 
requirements of an American 
family.

“THE PROBLEM is that of 
the single professional or of the 
young married couple who have 
never had a chance to save any- 
thing, or who have to start lives 
at scratch in Israel—without a 
place to live.” 

The Association of Americans 
and Canadians in Israel has 
struggled for the last half dozen 
years to meet this problem, Al- 
pert said. He declared: 

“We have seen dozens and 
scores. of splendid American 
families return to the States be- 
cause they could not find a suit- 
able place to live in, and be- 
cause they could not get the 
kind of mortgage loan which is 
taken for granted in America. 


“IF AMERICANS won't help 
usp maybe the Zionists of Eng- 
land and South Africa will,” Al- 
pert said.

HAIFA—tThe Israel public is these days being treated to an 
unusual new controversy, novel in form, but replete with impli- 
cations for the economic situation here. Statements and counter- 
statements,. statistics and counter-statistics, huge newspaper ads, 
and then replies to same have kept the public informed of day- 
today developments in the running battle which is being fought 
on two major fronts. 

SAM DUBINER, a Canadian industrialist 
now living in Israel, has established a plant for 
the manufacture of corrugated cardboard car- 
tons of all kinds. The firm’ is known as Cargal, 
and an energetic and enterprising advertising 
campaign has succeeded in making the name 
Cargal synonymous with corrugated. Dubiner 
maintains that his Cargal cartons are superior 
to the traditional wooden crates for the packing 
and shipping of Israel’s important citrus crop. 

Alpert He produces facts to show that oranges shipped 
in Cargal keep better, command better markets, cost less for 
transport, and last but not least, save foreign currency since they 
are made in Israel, whereas the. wooden crates are imported and 
cost precious dollars, 

To this the Israel Citrus Marketing Board replies that the 
Dubiner figures are not accurate, and they present satistics of 
their own. Further, they claim, the Cargal cartons cannot be 
stacked as high as the old crates, incur danger of spoilage if 
exposed to the rain, and are unpopular with the consumers. 

Dubiner’s advertisements a day later reproduce letters from 
orange buyers in England demanding their citrus in cartons. He 
buttresses his own statistics, and charges that the Marketing 
Board is still in the Middle Ages, commercially, and unable to 
appreciate new, progressive methods, he cites the Sunkist Orange 
Co. of America which has largely shifted to cartons.

MEANWHILE, Dubiner has developed a highly profitable ex- 
port market, and while the Israeli board still denies the validity 
of his claims, orange growers in Cyprus and elsewhere buy Car- 
gal cartons from Israel. When Dubiner complained that the local 
attacks on his product were apt to affect his sales abroad, thus 
curtailing a growing export industry, the Ministry of Commerce 
stepped into the picture, and a public committee was set up to 
ascertain the facts. 

“Dubiner is interested only in building his own carton busi- 
ness,’ say the veteran citrus people, in effect. 


“I'M INTERESTED in reducing costs and improving the qual- 
jiy of our shipments,’ Dubiner retorts—and the battle of the ads 
goes merrily on. As one of the government ministers pointed out, 
the newspapers have reaped a rich harvest from this advertising 
bonanza. 

Industrious Mr. Dubiner has challenged citrus tradition in 
another area as well. After surveying the European market and 
all relevant costs, he announced his firm opinion that Israel could 
capitalize on its grapefruit crop far more profitably by canning 
grapefruit segments, rather than by seasonal shipments of fresh 
fruit. 

He had no sooner spoken than the battle was on, and a new 
flurry of statements and counter-statements began to appear. The 
traditionalists saw in his plan a dastardly plot to destroy one of 
Israel's important agricultural industries. Dubiner replied that 
fresh grapefruits could be exported only a few months a year, 
and perfect fruit only was suitable, whereas canned grapefruit 
would be a year-around export, and fruit today excluded because 
of skin blemishes, etc., could be utilized to the full. He atfested 
to European taste for the canned grapefruit. 

The alarm grew when he at first quietly, and then openly be- 
gan buying up large tracts of grapefruit plantation, determined 
to show that he had confidence in his own ideas. 

The man in the street is not in a position to consider the fine 
points of the controversy, but public opinion is undoubtedly on

PARIS (NJP)—British-Egyp- 
tian moves to settle their claims 
arising out of the Suez crisis 
have led major world Jewish 
bodies to give urgent attention 
to the problem of compensation 
for the more than 20,000 Jews 
expelled from Egypt. 

Under the sponsorship of the 
American Jewish Committee, 
the Jewish Agency, the Joint 
Distribution Committee and the 
World Jewish Congress, a Cen- 
tral Registry of Jewish Losses 
in Egypt has been set up here 
at 119 Rue Saint Dominique. 

A five-page questionnaire has

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THE FORGOTTEN MAN 


A FEW YEARS BACK we met Charles Gershater, 
peripatetic editor of The South African Zionist Record, a 
really fine Anglo-Jewish weekly published in Johannes- 
burg, on one of his trips to New York. We sprnt a pleas- 
ant few hours together on several occasions getting to 
know each other, and ever since then, from time to time, 
he’ll send us a clipping from his paper. 

The one we’re printing below is his comment on our 
suggestion, made here a number of times, that the organ- 
ized wings of Judaism, in ignoring the religious needs of 
the Jewish workingman more or less, were ruling out hun- 
dreds of thousands of what might be a solid phalanx of 
observant Jews, who find the cost of affiliation today far 
beyond their means, 

IT SHOULD BE POINTED out here that at the recent 
biennial of the Union of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions (Reform) Rabbi Maurice Eisendrath, the president, 
echoed this paper’s call for workingmen’s congregations. 

But when you look at the religious scene in the United 
States, you must concede that all three wings of Judaism 
are in effect giant instruments of fund-raising, and the 
peculiar abilities which make their titular heads the capable 
men they are is their propensity for fund-raising. This is 
not written in any sense of criticism of these men, for any- 
one else in their position would readily see that the ability 
to advance Judaism in the United States rests in great 
part on the available funds. 

But the point is valid that because fund-raising is 
such a prominent part of the program of our organized 
religious bodies, this emphasis naturally tends to make 
them overlook they Jews who work in offices, or as the 
quotation below discusses, even drive taxis. 

Meanwhile, here is the article from Mr. Gershater’s 
thoughtful pen: 


A SYNAGOGUE FOR THE WAGE-EARNER 

Last year I believe they spent $10 million on the 
erection of new synagogues and temples in the United 
States of America. This huge expense on building 
beautiful houses of prayer and communal centers is 
all well and good, but in the long run someone has to 
foot the bill. Ultimately, maintenance and building 
costs have to be shouldered by the congregants, who 
are called upon to make big contributions and pay 
high subscription rates, or “dues,” as the Americans 
call it. Thus, synagogue membership is well becom- 
ing a rich man’s luxury. 

My friend, Mr. Gabriel Cohen, of Indianapolis, 
who is always looking for fresh editorial ideas, has 
just written a provocative article: “Needed: Wage- 
Earners’ Congregation.” He suggests that there are 
many people who depend on a modest wage for a 
living and are not being served by the modern syna- 
gogue. . 

THERE IS A very basic problem involved in this 
issue. Both in the history of the church and of the 
synagogue, religious reformations were usually an ex- 
pression of the feelings of the poor who, somehow, 
were kept out of the house of prayer, or of its main 
honors. 

Think of Hassidism which was a revolt against 
the upper classes who dominated the congregations. 
Think, too, of the various houses of prayer in the old 
country, the styblech or klausen, named after various 
trades—the Cobblers’ Shul, or the Tailors’ Shul or the 
Butcher’s Shul, which in my home town maintained a 
big yeshiva. 

The working classes felt the need for a modest 
house of prayer to suit their pockets. The butcher, 
the baker, or the candlestick-maker was the warden, 
or the cantor or the teacher. Study hours in these 
Synagogues were devoted to-popular subjects, such as 
the Pentateuch, or the psalms, or the legends, rather 
than the Talmud. 


THESE WORKINGMEN’S SYNAGOGUES found 
their counterpart in the new countries where poor im- 
migrants established their own prayer houses, bear- 
ing the name of their landmanschaften. These were 
true social reforms in the synagogue. 

But the official reformation movements in Jewry 
did not turn to the poor, as they should have done. 
The neo-Orthodox, or the Conservative, or the classic 
Reform synagogue, did the exact reverse: They went 
to the richer classes. Wealth and modernization went 
hand in hand. The biggest temple was erected on 
Fifth Avenue. Affiliation to a modernized synagogue 
became a sign of affluence and of higher social status. 

I often wonder what would have happened in our 
communal life during the crisis days of the 30’s in 
America and elsewhere, if there arose a reform move- 
ment with the main object of enrolling the poor—that 
huge proletariat which became estranged from religion 
altogether. 

MUCH OF THE so-called revival movement of 
Judaisu: in America has been ascribed to the recent 
vave of prosperity, in the course of which the former 
workman became a prospercus businessman, moved 
to a fashionable suburb and began to regard affilia- 
tion to a temple as part of his new social status. 

What happens, however, to those who did not 
climb the ladder? Most of the Jewish cab drivers 
and waiters of New York to whom I spoke do not be- 
long to synagogues even now. 

Hence, this call for a wage-earners’ synagogue 
will be answered not by a mere reduction of fees, here 
and there. A new Reformation movement has to arise 
to meet this need. 
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WERE MIKE TODD and Elizabeth Tay- 
lor married by a rabbi? 

The answer is: No. 

Yet some Anglo-Jewish papers fell for a 
news release sent out by one of the Jewish 
news agencies which declared unequivocally 
that the son. of the rabbi and the movie queen 
had been married by a rabbi. 


POST READERS know better, for our 
reporters checked the story and found it to 
be without foundation. 

The same over-imaginative news release 
reports about Marilyn Monroe to the pic- 
turesque effect that she “has become so se- 
rious over the adoption of a new faith that 
while her husband sits at his typewriter she 
studies Jewish history and custom for her 
admittance into Judaism.” 

The release says also that “Marilyn is a 
happy pregnant Jewish wife who delights in 
cooking gefilte fish and other favorite dishes 
for Arthur.” 


THE POST broke the story of Marilyn 
Monroe’s decision to study Judaism, and would 
be even now giving you more information 
about her progress, save for the’ fact that at 
this point she is shy about this kind of pub- 
licity. 

We can sympathize with Miss Monroe's 
desire to keep her private affairs out of the 
public eye, and very likely the balderdash in 
this news report pained her as much as it 
pained us to read it. 





But we Jews take our religion seriously, 
Because we believe that Miss Monroe’s in. 
tentions are sincere, and we know that the 
news of her.marriage to playwright Arthur 
Miller and her plans to study Judaism were 
received with considerable satisfaction by the 
Jewish group, we feel that we have a right 
to know that this isn’t just another whim, but 
is rather the act of someone who saw the 
beauties of Judaism, and sought to become a 
part of it.

re t= cept this explanation. 
Weinstein SOME SUGGEST that 
there was a deeper reason which the Lord 
preferred to keep secret, even as He pre- 
ferred to keep from the knowledge of men 
the place where Moses was buried. 

Others suggest that it was a great kind- 
ness on the part of the Lord to spare Moses 
the heartaches and the disappointments that 
were bound to be part of the reality of the 
Promised Land. Younger and less burdened 
heads were to be prepared to bear this yoke. 
Let Moses be spared the sight of the quar- 
rels over the division of the land, the 
cowardice of some of the tribes, the selfish- 
ness of others, the whoring after the Canaan- 
ite no-gods. And there is indeed much com- 
passion and human insight in this explana- 
tion. 

BUT THE MAJORITY of the commenta- 
tors stand their ground. 

Moses disobeyed the Lord! He was guilty 
of an atrocious act of lese’ majesty! He 
demonstrated before the very eyes of the 
people that he had more confidence in the 
power of his smiting wrath than in the 
providence of God. What might have been 
seen as another sustaining miracle from the 
Lord was now regarded as a product of 
Moses’ impetuous force. 

SURELY MOSES had reason for im- 
patience. No man was more persistently 
harassed by a murmuring, complaining, can- 
tankerous, insubordinate, obstinate people. And 
the Midrash reminds us that no man is to 
be held strictly accountable for that which 
he says or does in distress. However, and 
nevertheless, the majority opinion of the 
tradition is unwilling to grant Moses the 
protecting cloak of mitigating circumstances. 

The reason? 

THE HIGHER the authority of a man, the 
greater his responsibility and the smaller the 
margin of-his tolerance for error. A people 
nurtured in slavery for 400 years and sub- 
jected to desert anarchy for’40 years needs 
above all the discipline of order and respect 
for duly constituted authority: Moses _ be- 








came the symbol of that order and authority, 
and a man must often allow himself to be 
consumed by the symbols which have be: 
come attached to him. This was the fate of 
Moses, even as it was the fate of the Red 
Heifer and the Azazel. 

In every trek from slavery to freedom, 
societies must consume their heroes. It is a 
form of communion by which they ingest the 
ideals and the power of the leader. 

SO MIRIAM DIED and Aaron died, and 
they were buried in the wilderness, Now the 
stage is set for the death of Moses. He is to 
be spared for two more years to prepare the 
people finally for Torah and for freedom. 

The Book of Numbers is strangely silent 
about the 38 years of wilderness. wandering 
which preceded these hectic last two years. 
Is it that the record is lost in the “Book of 
the Wars” or the other chronicles mentioned 
from time to time? 

OR IS IT that the Biblical author is say- 
ing in his subtle way that all great things 
burgeon and grow in silence? What we see 
is but the fleeting glimpse of the end product. 
Who sees the source, the distant beginnings, 
the long travail of sun, or moon, or stars? 
Who knows the home of the wind or the rain 
or the mountain’s: strength or the sea’s sway? 

In the brooding silence of those 38 un- 
recorded. years, the sons and daughters of 
the mixed multitude developed the strengths 
that would enable them to conquer. Canaan 
and confirm the attestation of their fathers 
who said at Sinai, when the Torah was given 
unto them: “We will do and we will under- 
stand.” 
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SAYS DR. HOLMES DOESN'T 
REPRESENT ‘CHRISTIANITY’ 


@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 

I have hesitated for more than 
a year to write to you concern- 
ing Dr. John Haynes Holmes 
sermon “Christianity’s Debt to 
Judaism,” which you have now 
reprinted twice and circulated 
widely as an authentic expres- 
sion of Christianity’s attitude to 
Judaism. 

Though some of the state- 
ments in Dr. Holmes’ message 
are true, nevertheless, the vast 
majority of real Christians, re- 
gardless of their denomination, 
would hardly consider’ Dr. 
Holmes, who is a Unitarian, as 
a spokesman for Christianity. 
Unitarianism in the eyes of most 
Christians is a fringe group on 
the outskirts of Christianity. 

It is true that the Old Testa 
ment, from the standpoint of 
its origin, is a Jewish book. 
Jesus himself is as Jewish as 
any other great Biblical person- 
ality. 

ANY CHRISTIAN who ignores 
or distorts these facts, does so 
at his own moral and spiritual 
peril. Yet in the final analysis 
the Christian looks upon the Bi- 
ble, not so much as a Jewish 
book but as the eternal Word 
of God, revealed through the 
medium of Israel to the nations 
of the world. 

Dr. Holmes’ views on the es- 





cernible from that of extreme 
liberal Judaism. 

Christians believe in Jesus, 
not merely because of his great 
teachings or his towering moral 
stature, but essentially because 
he was the Son of God, who 
gave his life upon the cross for 
man’s atonement. This, together 
with his resurrection, and the 
preaching of repentan@ and 
faith in Jesus as Saviour and 
Son of God,.is the very heart 
of the Christian faith. 

Dr. Holmes’ views are an ema- 
ciated humanistic version of the 
Christian faith, and any simi- 
larity between this and historic 
Christian faith is purely coinci- 


dental.

@ Editor, Jewish POST and OPINION: 
I read your editorial in the 


issue of May 15th called “Why 
Discriminate”? I want to say 
I am not in accord with most 
of what you write about frater- 
nities the “much-maligned 
organization.”

Campus life depends upon it as 
its big social evening; as well 
as for athletic contests like bas- 
ketball, wrestling and dances. 
How many of the Jews of your 
own community observe Friday 
night? Why pin it upon the fra- 
ternity as being un-Jewish? 

It is only because of the col- 
lege authorities that have come 
under the hysteria of eliminat- 
ing discrimination that they force 
chapters to become hypocriti- 
cal, I have visited many chapters 
of my own fraternity and found, 
on the campus, a Christian ad- 
mitted into the chapter, and this 
Christian youth feels so uncom- 
fortable in the midst of a vast 
Majority of Jew members. May 
I not say emphatically that there 
has been an increase of prejudice 
by virtue of the fact that a “ma- 
jority group member” coming 
into a Jewish chapter becomes 
a “minority group member.” 

I agree that this “hysteria” 
towards eliminating discrimina: 
tion in fraternities” is a misno- 
mer, A house of worship doesn’t 
discriminate — but it asks a pro- 
spective member on the applica- 





tion blank to adhere to certain 
loyalities due that particular 
faith. This is not a discrimina- 
tion. 

You err in saying that a “fra- 
ternity” discriminates between 
Jew and Jew, and compound the 
evils of “fraternity life.” I refuse 
to give up the potential good, 
with all its evils, that a group 
of Jewish boys, organized into 
a Jewish fraternity can accom- 
plish, as against the hysteria now 
prevelant under the terms of no 
discrimination and no bias. 1] 
still feel that to be Jewish is 
not “archaic”, and it is better 
to be free and unhindered inor- 
der to observe Hanuka, Friday 
night and other manifest Jewish 
affiliations and associations. 

A FRATERNITY that is sup- 
posed to be Jewish and to have 
a non-Jewish member or two 
creates a very serious problem 
when these few Christian mem- 
bers would like to observe 
Christmas with a Christmas tree 
in that chapter. On the same 
basis of “no discrimination” what 
are you to do? I believe that the 
“potential” of a group of Jewish 
young men for implementing 
Jewish programs is better than 
to liquidate all possibilities of 
becoming more Jewish in “fact” 
as well as in “theory.”

Yeshiva Head 
Urges More 
Jewish Schools 


@ Editor, Jewish POST & OPINION: 

Your recent editorial com- 
ments on the status of higher 
education in America under Jew- 
ish auspices are to be commend- 
ed.. Generally speaking, the sub- 
ject of education, on all levels, 


has had to take a back seat in 
the minds of the American Jew- 
ish community, in favor of other 
communal obligations. 


IT IS encouraging to note that 
your paper has taken up this 
issue. These continuous prod- 
dings ~will, unquestionably, go 
a long way in focusing public 
attention on this problem. 

It is somewhat surprising that 
in your various mentions of this 
subject, Yeshiva University is 
treated as if it doesn’t exist. 1 
believe that any fair-minded 
person will admit that Yeshiva 
University represented the first 
expression of the American Jew- 
ish community in the fielq of 
higher education, and, even to 
this day, is indeed, clearly dem- 
onstrating that the functions of 
an educational facility. under 
Jewish auspices are twofold: 
Namely, to serve the Jewish 
community in its totality and 
to serve the American commu- 
nity as an expression of the 
Jewish community in a_ free, 
democratic society. 

It has been stated by wiser 
minds than my own that the 
establishment of educational pro- 
grams under Jewish auspices 
that are completely secular, and, 
in a sense, even discriminatory 
to Jewish youth (as does pre- 
vail) hardly can, be worthy of 
bearing the’ mark of a Jewish 
community. Unless, of course, 
the mere support of that project 
by Jewish money entitles it to 
cloak itself in this mantle. 


MAY I also recommend, that 
while there is undoubtedly room 
for many, many more colleges 
and universities under Jewish 
sponsorship, and, in the forsee- 
able future, they will come into 
being, the fact remains that all 
existing institutions regardless 
of affiliations, Orthodox, Con- 
servative, Reform or secular, aré 
hardly receiving the type of 
public support they merit. In 
my opinion, you will be perform- 
ing a genuine public service by 
continuing to direct attention to 
this fact. 

It is’'a common practice, for 
example, for a Welfare Fund or 
Federation to allot some $50,000 
to a social agency. The very 
same Welfare Fund will allocate 
$2,500 to an educati6nal institu- 
tion. Both are of great impor- 
tance to the Jewish communi- 
ity, but it appears that there 
exists disproportionate thinking, 
or perhaps: lack of understand- 
ing of what these educational 
institutions mean to the com- 
munity ifi the long run.

Sale of Russ Subs to Egypt Arouses West 


By LILLIAN LEVY 

ISRAELI quarters expressed 
satisfaction with the statement 
by Lincoln White, state depart- 
ment spokesman, that all cap- 
tains of U. S. registered ships 
and shipping companies have 
been notified that the U. S. “af- 
firms the right of free and in- 
nocent passage of ships inthe 
Gulf of Aqaba.” The U. S. has 
notified all captains of registered 
American ships and_ shipping 
companies that the Gulf com- 
prehends “international waters 
and that no nation has the right 
to deny passage through those 
waters.” 

The U. S. urged that any at- 
tempt to interfere with the right 
of innocent passage in the area 
be reported to the nearest U. S. 
diplomatic mission, 

THE RECENT delivery by 
Russia of three submarines to 
Alexandria, Egypt, in addition 
to increased RuSsian naval ac- 
tivity in the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean is a cause for grave con- 
cern in most of the Western 
capitals as well as in Israel. 


While the State Department 
to date has no official informa- 
tion of the sale of these subma- 
rines to Egypt, officials recall 
that some months ago _ there 
were rumors to that effect. 


SUCH A SALE at this time 
would be in direct violation of 
the U.N. ruling against arms to 
the Middle East. Officials point 
out that the delivery of subma- 
rines to Alexandria gives the 
lie to the most recent Soviet 
proposal for a peace settlement 
in the Middle East which the 
Communists made to this coun- 
try less than 10 days ago and 
which this government rejected 
as unsatisfactory. 

Rumors persist from Jerusa- 
lem that Israel is asking the 
West for defensive marine equip. 
ment, including depth charges. 
The State Department, however, 
denies that it has received any 
such request at the time of this 
writing. Its officials refuse to 
comment as to how such a re- 
quest from Israel would be re-

HOWEVER, a report from 
Earle, N.J., declares that a “mys- 
tery” Israeli ship delivered 
small arms here. According to 
the Asbury Park Press, a source 
close to the Israel purchasing 
mission who ‘refuses to be 
named, said these were brought 
in exchange for American anti- 
submarine equipment to be used 
by Israel in the event the Egyp- 
tian submarines should attempt 
to tie up Israeli shipping in the 
Gulf of Aqaba. 

Officials here insist that Egypt 
has no trained crew available as 
yet to man the submarines. They 
acknowledge, however, the dan- 
ger that Soviet “volunteers” 
might man the submarines. 

In the midst of this latest 
threat of renewed outbreak of 
hostilities in the Middle East, 
rumors from Cairo and Syria 
persist that Israel and some 
Arab country, specifically Leb- 
anon, are holding peace talks in 
Rome and in New York. Claims 
have been made that Eban of Is- 
rael and Malik of Lebanon have 
exchanged letters on the sub 
ject. These letters have been #e- 
clared an outright forgery by 
all reliable observers who point 
out that these rumors began in 
Egypt and Syria, while Lebanon 
was holding her elections, in the 
hope that the anti-Western ele. 


‘}ments in the latter country 


would assume control in violent 
reaction to any story of peace 
with Israel. 

HOWEVER, according to ob- 
servers, Lebanon and_ other 
Baghdad Pact countries have 
been showing an inclination to 
settle their disputes with Israel. 
It is generally believed in offi 
cial circles that if an outbreak 
of hostilities between Israel and 
any of her Arab neighbors can 
be avoided for a period of sev 
eral weeks, the rumor started by 
Egypt ang Syria may yet become 
a fact. 


No Arab-Israeli ‘Secret’ 


Talks; U.S. Slaps Egypt 
WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
— The State Department this 
week categorically denied acting 
as intermediary in peace talks 
between Arabs and (srael, as 
reported from Syria and Egypt.
